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REPORT OF SUPT. OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Unity: 


I herewith submit my twelfth annual report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

We have not as yet shaken off the bad financial mix up caused 
by not raising enough money at the school meeting in the spring 
of 1942, but due to hard work and careful planning on the part 
of the School] Board the buildings have been improved and it seems 
now that the present teaching force will be with us during the year. 


Last year, 1943-44 we had so many different teachers that I 
almost lost count. The Center School was the only one that did 
not have a change. The schools on the west had so many teachers 
that although some of them were very good, the children had little 
chance of doing a year’s work. It will be extremely hard for the 
present teachers to bring the children up to grades. 

We were very fortunate in getting teachers for this year to 
teach eighth grade rural schools. All four teachers in September 
were new to their positions, although they were all experienced 
and had good preparation. Miss Ruth D. Cahoon at East Unity 
School and Miss Claire Simpson at County School are graduates 
of Lyndon Normal School and each had a year’s experience teach- 
ing in rural schools in Vermont. Mrs. Lois S. Kinsey has had 
special training and several years’ experience before she began 
her work at the Center School. Miss Carrie B. Huntley at the 
Quaker School is especially well qualified having done work in both 
normal schools and colleges and taught in grades and normal 
schools, 

The schools at the Center and the Quaker district are orderly 
quiet and making good progress although it will be doubtful if 
the standards of the grades will be met at the Quaker School be- 
cause of the falling behind last year. At East Unity I believe the 
standards will be met, but at County School, the same difficulty 
will be found although not as great as at the Quaker. Discipline 
problems have been very difficult at the County School and wild 
stories have not helped them any. All four teachers, especially the 
two younger teachers have supervised the play hours, encouraging 
tle children in organized play. The lack of friendly attitude among 
the pupils at the Quaker School has hindered the good attempts 
on the part of the teacher. The younger teachers tried to dis- 
courage the attitude of tattling, but this did not turn out as well 
as should have been expected. Some of the pupils, especially at 
the Quaker School took advantage of abusing other children. I 
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hope and believe that this state of affairs has stopped and that the 
children will make good progress from now on and the teachers 
who are really well qualified and willing workers will have a hap- 
pier life at their schools. 


The teacher problem for next year doubtlessly will be far 
more serious in the state than it is this year. Our normaf colleges 
have only eighteen pupils preparing to teach elementary grades 
next fall. The state usually absorbs about one hundred new, young 
teachers. Many of the women now teaching are now married and 
are only doing the work as a war duty. There are very few young 
girls with the proper qualities to teach who can be interested in 
making any preparation for the work. The cities pay much higher 
salaries and will drain many of our good teachers from our rural 
towns and they in turn are being victimized by the high salaries 
paid in the cities or in neighboring states, Increases have been 
granted to rural teachers, but in most cases, they have not met 
the increases in national taxes to say nothing of the increases in 
board and other living expenses. 


Last summer a school meeting was called to consider the 
advisibility of uniting the schools at the Center. This would have 
lowered the costs of school by quite an amount and I feel it would 
have added to the efficiency of the work and the good citizenship 
of the pupils. The expense of repairs have been so heavy this year, 
that it may seem doubtful to attempt such a move now. However, 
with only about eighty pupils in town, three teachers could run a 
better school than can be run with four teachers under present 
conditions, Hot lunches could be furnished with United State’s help, 
no teacher would have over three grades and there would be about 
the right number of children in each grade to make healthy com- 
petition. One of the strong arguements against the Union school 
is the condition of the roads. I believe the worst roads are between 
East Unity and the Center and they have been used by school buses 
for several years in the past. In fact, I believe the children would 
learn much more in a consolidated school even if school was closed 
a week or two for bad weather. No teacher with modern educa- 
tional requirements can teach eight grades effectively, although 
some can do much better than others.. There are many things in 
modern schools to use up a teacher’s time that were not heard of in 
rural schools thirty years ago, mimeograph work, papers to correct, 
music, art, drawing. Some of these were done occasionally in the 
old schools, but no where near as much time was placed on them. 


May I quote a passage from last year’s report. “It would be 
a great help to equalize the cost of education in this State if a 
law was passed providing up to $1,500.00 for each district to help 
maintain high schools or to pay tuitions and other expenses of 
high school pupils.” It seems, at the time of this writing, that the 
Legislature may consider a bill or bills covering work similar. Cer- 
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tainly some attempt should be made to equalize the cost of educa- 
tion among the districts according to their ability to pay. Those 
districts made up of mostly farm land have no increased incomes 
proportionate to the increase in salaries in manufacturing districts 
or to the increased costs in education. Your representative, Mr. 
Callum has worked hard in years.past to put through bills in educa- 
tion that would help along these lines. 

I wish to thank the members of the School Board and the 
many friends of the school in Unity for their help and co-operation 
and I hope that we may be able to get together on plans that will 
keep our schools efficient with our teachers and pupils happy. I 
appreciate the hard work the teachers are doing.
